A largo motting of tbOBa interested 
in the various Temperance organiza» 
tiona of the Dominion was held at 
Gowan'd Hall, on tbe evoniDg of tbo 
10th June. Too meeting whs presided 
over by tbo Hon S L Tilloy, C 33, and 
the immediate obj cot was to oxtend 
a fitting reception to the delegates 
from tbe grand Ternperanbo Lodges of 
Great Briiain who bad come over toaW 
tend ibu gteat Temperance Convention.

Total number of immicrnrt* arrived from

cumber of immigrurts wbn arrived t)> trie St. 
Lawrence roaie was 37,020, aeairjsi 44,475 
in .1870. The immifituLt arrivals v«j 
peosion Bridge aDd tieinlaad ports nl Oi tario 
and Quebeo were 27 365, an inoreace over 
tbe previous jear ol 3,688. Tbe ournber ot 
immigrant arrivals *t toe por'solthe Maiiti-ne 
ProvinoeB was 1,337, an iocreasa over tbe 
previous year ol 650. Tbo decline in tbe 
total immigration ol tne year rtas attributed 
by the lafco MiDirter ol Agriouliare to the 
revival ol trade in Great Br.tm., and tbe 
disturbed state of Europe. I he total "uraber 
of immigrar,ts t> tbn country during tne last 
ail yea'S is pi'en as follow : — In 
1866, fil 795; in 1867, 57, 78; in 18G8, 71,- 
448; in 1869, 74,365; in 1870 69,011); and in 
1871, 65 722. 

Tbe number ot immigrants who passed 
through the Dominion and proceeded to the 
Qnitjd States during the Uet eix years, an 
reported by the Dominion GoTpromentagei ts 
was a» frllows : In 1866, 41 ,704; in 18C7, 
47,212; in 1868, 58,683; in 1869, 57,202; in 
1870, 44,613; and in 1871, 37,949. 

Tbe Dumber of immigrurta repotted by 
•geoti to bave remained in Cunodo was: — in 
1886, 10000; in 1867, 14660; 1868, 12,765; 
io 1869, 18,630; in 1870,24,706; and in 1871, 
27,773. 

Jt ia Hated in tbe report that a considera- 
ble number of persons who bad emigrated to 
the Doited States from Cinaila reton/ed la-t 
year, but the exact r umber conld not be 
ascertained. With regard to those wbo 
p»Bsed through Canada to tbe United Siqiis, 
it ia stated that they selected this distillation 
betore they left borne. 

The natural origin of those who landed at

Ab Ch'ong liYes a lew yuids 
from . d King's house.; he u»ed t> ke> p a 
wood-shed. Ah Cowe was arretted by officer 
Block and had oo two pairs ol ihe trowsns 
identified by Mr Bums. He lived in the 
same bouse with Ah Cbong. Ou tbe morn- 
ing of tbe robbery I went und examined the 
door al Bun a &. Edna d»' store and found a 
bole in tbe door about four inches iu diaruo 
ter and big enough for n man to insert h s 
band. Whilst searching tbo bous' 1 lound 
t'>0 knife produced concealed in « bed, und 
from iiB being sharp a the point acd denied 
liue a saw iu the oont'o ol tho blade, I be- 
lieve it to be the weapon ussd in cubing the 
bole. (Trio Utile was handed to the jury.) 

The ovideoco of officers Black und Hab- 
biniitoo corroborotod that ol tje inspector. 

The Chief Ju.tice then summed up Ihe

IIOBIVER. 

Rxqina ra Lin 8ino — For having in hia 
possession some 30 ptirs of trousers which he 
is charged with Bleating Iron the store of 
Burns $ Edwards. Tho prisoner was defend- 
ed by Uuu A R Robertson, iustructed by Mr 
Bishop, and pleaded not guilty.

/dines Burna identified twonty-tbreo pairs 
of the pants. The prisoner never bought any 
goods ot him. lie imporred thirty-three pairs 
by the Princess Royal last year and bad sold 
about half-u-dozea of thorn. Their value was 
about $39 per dozen. 

Examined by prisoner's Counsel. — The 
pants were made by Moses & Co., London. I 
helievo that other firms iD town import goods 
from him; I don't know which firms. Tha 
goods were stolen from my Btore in Novem- 
ber. 

Inspector Bowdeu testified to having found 
tbe pants in Lin Ling's store at Now West- 
minster. Some were dono in brown paper 
parcels of about six pairs iu a parcel and on 
the top shelf in his store. Of tbo 23 pairs 
identified by Mr Burns, some were under his 
bed. lie said he bad bought] them frum »> 
Chinaman and that if tuey belonged to me 
(Bowdeu) ho would pay me for them. 1 be- 
lieve be said tho Chinaman bo bought them 
frcoi hud bought them at auction, lie said 
ho had paid $80 for fifty pair. 

By Prisoner's Counsel. — The prisoner occn- 
pies a wooden two-story building at New 
Westminster. lie had a pretty good stock 
there. Did not see any other goods up stairs 
which were apparently for sale but those. I 
havo mentioned. I did not seize all the parcels 
of trowaers because some ol them ooulained 
trowsers ot different snape to those 1 took up. 
There wore tbree or lour parcels in the bed 
room besides some I found in a sheet. I 
brought down 13 pairs. He did not mention 
tbo name ol the Chinaman trom whom bo 
bought them. He did uot mention the Bale 
of goods nt Wilkie's. I believe he told me 
$80 and uol $85 be had paid tor th» goods. 
He bears a very high reputation at New West- 
minster. He has not been iu Court for tbe 
last five years; previous to that I do not know. 
When ho saw Fo King tho prisoner said he 
had bought them Irom him (Fo King). Fj 
King said nothing. 

The Counsel for the defence, after addre<- 
llng tho Jury, callt-d Cum Yoy Lu Sing, son 
ot the prisoner, who swore — I came down to 
Victoria with my fuller; I dou't know what 
monlh it was. My father bought goods Irom 
Wilkie, Strouss, Fo King and all round, I 
was with him when he bought the pants. I 
don't know it he paid him any money. I 
thiuk he got 59 or CO pairs ol pants and was 
to pay S80 for iheai. Fo Kiag said he bought 
th«m at auction. Fo King put them in a box 
and jent them up by the steamer. When 
they came up my f* her opened them and put 
some of tbem up stairs. 

Examined by Prosecution — Those ore the 
g. oils bouuht of Fo King with a ticket. 

Messrs Hardeaiy, Picht, tVuild, Rueff and 
others gave the prisoner u good character. 

A CTtiGcate of character from some 25 or 
30 residents of New Wesluinster was read. 

The Atiornoy-General then addressed the 
Jury for toe Crown, and the Chief /ustice 
summed up the evidence and charged the Jury 
who consulted together without leaving tbe 
box and returned a verdict of "Not gqiltv," 

The defendant was besieged by friends 
eager to shake hands and congratulate him ou 
his acquittal. 

PIBAOY. 

Tbe indictment of piracy was gone into at 
5 p.m. It appears ihat lour Indians had 
given themselves up to Mr Wm Duncan of 
HetlakaiUb, cuargiug ihemselves with piracy 
und murder on the bigb seas, committed Some 
ten years ago. There was no evidence against 
the prisoners but their own confession and 
they were committed lor trial by Judge 
O'Rfilly. Mr Duoctn wished them to be con- 
signed to imprisonment for a term at Metis- 
kalian. 

The Anorney. General objected, and after 
some discussion the Court ndjourned until 
10 a. m. to-day, when tho case will be re- 
sumed.
